Lai^DON, April 29 — Un] 
Brady took th* stand today In 
th# Peartine Moors murdsr trial 
and In a calm, firm votes gave 
his versfcm of ths events that) 
led to the charge that he and 
Myra Hlndley killed two chil- 
dren and a young man. 

Brady admitted In the court- 
room In Chester that he had 
wielded the hatchet in the lethal 
attack last Oct. 7 on Edward 
Brans. The 17 -year-old e body 
( found by the poMce 
the same day in the house 
Shared by the accused In the 
Manchester suburb of Hyde, on 
the edge of the moors. 

The police had been tipped 
off to the Ivans killing by 
David Smith, 18- year-old 
brother-in-law of Miss Hlndley. 
Smith, who was present at the 
ghrans slaying, Is the key 
prosecution witness. 

Subsequent Investigations re-1 
suited in the discovery of the 
bodies of Lesley Ann Downey. 
10, and John Kilbride, 12. buriW 
In shallow graves close to each 
other on the moors. T7»e Downey 
girl disappeared 10 months 
earlier and the Kilbride boy 23

Brady also admitted that he 
had taken pornographic pic- 
tures of the Downey girt and 
had made a tape recording dur 
lag her last hours. He said hel 
and Smith had talked about 
taking the pictures to make 
money. 

He instated that the girt had 
been brought to the house by' 

Smith and that she had left 
alive with him. Brady denied 
any knowledge of young| 
Kilbride. 

Much of Brady** testimony 
either contradicted or modified 
Smith’s version of the events 
given when the prosecution was 
presenting its case, particularly 
with regard to the details of 
the sla>ing of young Evans 
Brady also sought to exclude; 
the 23-year-old Miss Hlndley as 
much as possible from the 
events he recounted. 

Befofe Brady entered the 
witness box, his lawyer, Emlyn 
Hooson. told the Jury that It 
was “natural you should have 
prejudice and revulsion" against 
the accused'. Although emotions 
have been aroused by the case. 

Mr. Hooson said, “the very least 
the meanest cltisen in this 
country is entitled to is a fair 
and dispassionate trial " 

He described Hi# nrosecut Ion’s 
evtdenre In the Downey and 
Kilbride deaths a a ‘’most tenu- 
ous.’’ He said the. *rock’’ upon 
which the prosecution's case 
was based was the evidence of 
Smith, wtuum he described 
“a man without principle, with- 
out scruple, without mercy “

The Bronx Zoo has just ac- 
quired its most expensive ani- 
mal— a $16,000 takin, a “clum- 
sily-built” creature related to 
the musk ox. 

The *oo’ s previous record 
price was $10,000— for a male 
mountain gorilla. 

T7ie value M the takin ( pro- 
nounced TAH-kln) lies In Its 
great r*rity. The New York 
Zoological Society, which op- 
erates the Bronx Zoo. says It 
is extremely rare even In Its 
native Burma, In Southeast 


Opinions differ as to the 
native habitat of the animal. 
The Encyclopedia Brittantca 


says it Is found only in south- 
eastern Tibet. 

Joseph A. Davis Jr., curator 
of mamfnals at the zoo, says 
that the takin is even found 
in Yunan province, in west- 
ern China. 

According to Mr. Davis, the 
Bronx Zoo now has the only 
pair of takin* known to be in 
captivity outside of China. He 
says that he hopes the new 
arrival - “young and docile as 
a kitten * can be bred trr a 
year or so with the Zoo s fe- 
male takin, Grade. Up to now 
Grade has been possibly the 
only takin in the Western 
world.
